7.599  acres  of  land,  more  or  less,  being  all  of  Lot  3,  Block  1,  of  the 
Dougherty  Brothers  Subdivision,  a  subdivision  of  the  City  of  Fort  Worth, 
Tarrant  County,  Texas,  according  to  the  plat  recorded  in  Volume  388-121, 
Page  94,  of  the  Plat  Records  of  Tarrant  County,  Texas,  and  being  the  same 
property  described  as  Tract  II  in  the  Warranty  Deed  filed  for  record  in 
Volume  7099,  Page  1380  of  the  Deed  Records  of  Tarrant  County,  Texas;

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Suzanne  Henderson 
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is  hereby  acknowledged  and  confessed,  the  Lessor  and  Lessee  do  hereby  amend  the 
Lease  as  provided  below: 

Paragraph  7  of  the  lease,  entitled  "Pooling",  is  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following  addition: 

"Provided  however,  notwithstanding  any  other  provision  in  this  lease,  in  the  event 
Lessee  plans  to  drill  four  or  more  laterals,  in  one  or  more  wells,  Lessee  may  form  a  unit 
for  Horizontal  Bamett  wells  consisting  of  up  to  351.784  acres,  plus  a  10  percent  variance, 
(preliminarily  called  the  "Greenbriar  Unit"),  provided  all  Lessor's  land  covered  by  this 
lease  is  included  in  the  unit." 

The  Lessor  does  by  these  presents  ratify,  confirm  and  adopt  the  Lease  and  the 
addendum  thereto  as  amended  hereby,  and  do  further  grant,  let,  lease  and  demise  unto  the 
Lessee  all  of  the  land  described  therein,  together  with  all  rights  thereunder,  under  the 
same  terms  and  conditions  contained  in  the  original  lease,  except  as  herein  amended.
